Water Closcts, 

Referring to a minute, relative 
to the application for the installa- 
tion of water closets at 129, Con- 
naught Road Central, the Chair- 
man pointed out to members that 
the motion had been before the 
Board previously but defeated ia 
ddfault of a seconder. 

In moving that the present ap- 
plication be. refused, Dr. Pope 
pointed out to the Board that the 
installation of ‘water closets in 
the premises was undesirable and 
mentioned ‘that: the sewerage 
Would run under the premises of 
an adjoining house.-, 

Mr, Wong Kwong-tin opposed 
the motion and pointed out that 
the Director of Medical and Sanit- 
ary Services had expressed the 
opinion that where 1 water closet 
could be safely installed in a 
building. whether it was old or 
new, he felt, provided there was a 
sufficiency. of — water,.- the closet 
should be’ allowed. He submitted 
that the Rourd if it refused the 
application because the building 
was old, was using ‘the water 
closets as oa lever to secure 
changes. 

Mr. T. N. Chau, who had always 
advocated that it should be the 
bounden duty of the Board to en- 
courage the use of the flush sys- 
tem, supported Mr. Wong and in- 
timated that it would be unfair 
and unwise to refuse the present 
application. 

Mr. M. RK. Lo remarked that he

CHINA'S LEGAL 
LOANS. 


rs BE REPAID WITHIN. 
30° YEARS. 


Apropos of the report that the 
National Government has expresiy 
ed its preparedness to repay at 
legally contracted domicstic na 
within 30 yeara, it is now lenrned, 
Bays the Chinese press, that all 
legally contracted foreign Jouns 
will also be completely repaid 
within the same perjod provided 
Chinn ia successful in carrying 
out her reorganization schemes in, 
this direction. 

It is anid that the Ministry of 
Financo has already decided upon 
a mensuro relating to the reor- 
ganization and readjustment of | 
China’s domestic and foreign 
loans which provides for the flota- 
tion of a huge “reorganization” |* 
loan with the new Custom surplus 
aso sinking fund. The “new Cus- 
toms surplus” referred to means 
the increased Customs reventles, 
which will be available after the 
enforcement om Febrnary 1 next. 
of the new Tariff which will be 
promulgated on January 1, 1931. 
The Chinese Customa revenues are 
expected to Increase _ench year 
with the result that the sinking 
fund for the proposed reorpganiza- 
tion Joan will likewise increase 
cach year. © 

Increased Repayments, A 

As its name indicates, the pro- 
posed reorgnnization loan will be 
used entirely for the reorganiza- 
tion or readjustment of China’s 
foreign and domestic Jonns and, 
with the annual jnerense in the 
sinking fund, China: will be enabl- 
ed to increase her repayments on 
her lonns ench year. In this way, 
the hopr js expressed that all of | 
her foreign and domestic loans 
will be complotely redeemed or re- 
paid within 30 years, It is ex- 
pected, says the report in con- 
clusion, that $5 million will be 
available for the first year’s sink- 
ing fund for the proposed new 
loan, 

Financing the Revolutton. 

At ao mecting held, in Nanking 
on Thuraday, the Central Executive 
Committee of, the Kuomintang 
passed a resolution to appoint a 
committee to investigate the 
numerous louns negotiated by the 
late Dr. Sun Yat-sen to finance-his 
revolutionary movement and tha 
anti-northern campaign, saya the 
Chinese press. 

Huge loans are said to have 
been made from Chinese living at 
home and nbroad and large sums 
were contributed to finance the 
movement, the exact amounts of 
which ure unknown, In view of 
the fact that all this money was 
used by Dv, Sun to carry out his 
revolutionary plans, however, it 
has been decided to ihyestignt 
such Joans and contributions ant 
to rendjust them accordingly now 
that the country is unified, 

After an investigation hay been 
mude and the loans are rendjust- 
cd, the Government will devise 
means for their repayment. 
Shauld contributors dectine to ac- 
cept. repiyment, the Government 
will publicly extoll them for their 
natriotiam. 

The committee which has been 
appointed consists of 17 members, 
including Mr. Chang Ching-kiang, 
chairman of the Chekiang Provin- 
elul) Government: Mr. Sun Fo, 
Minister of Railways: Gen, Liu 
Chi-wen, Superintendent ef Cus- 
tomy in Shanghai: Mr. Koo. Yinz- 
fen, director-yeneral of the Na- 
tional of the Nationat Civil Ser- 
vice Bureta and others.

yenuineness, and that the accused 
had no serious 
fear, even if the affair was not com- 
pletely trumped-up from first to 
Inst. One surprise attaches to the 
Soviet Executive’s annquncement, 
‘namely, the -speed with which it 
‘followed the death sentence. The 
purpose is dificult to fathom for 
the effect on the average person is 
fo confirm a very natural suspicion 
rather than to allay it. And this 
has to be borne in mind when we 
come to consider the Soviet reply 
to the protest against the serious 
reflections on past and present 
_ British Governments contained in 
the “confessions” alleged to have 
been made. Even assuming for a

The cut-throat competition in 
carrying freight between the 
United Kingdom and the Continent 
was referred to at the first annual 
meeting’ of the North Atlantic 
Shippers’ Conterence In Manchester 
to-day,

that the Committee had undertaken 
tu do all in its power to maintain 
the bext conditlons for cargo 
moving over the North Atlantic 
route, Never within present-day 
memory hud trade been subject to 
such keen competition, 

“Weehave fully made up our 
minds (Mr. Hodgson said) that it 
is unreasonable to expeet the Lines 
te effect wholesale reductions of 
their tarlff to the level of rates 
operating from the Continent. We 
have come to that opinion, if for 
no other reason than that there 1s 
no- level to Continental rates.

LADY INVERCLYDE'S 
NULLITY “SUIT. © 


PLEA OF “FOREIGN” DOMICILE, 


A sult for nullity of marriage 
brought by Lady — Inverclyde 
(“‘June” the actreas) against hor 
husband, Lord Inverclyde, was 
mentioned before Mr. Juatlee 
Bateson In the Divorce Court re- 
cently. 

When the case was opened Mr. 
Norman Birkett, K.C., aaid that the 
Matter before the Court at the 
‘moment ‘was a nummons taken out 
by the respondent, Lord: Inver- 
clyde, to dismiag a petition upon 
the ground that that Court had no 
jurisdiction to entertain it. The 
firat application was to dismiss the 
petition on the ground of no juris. 
diction, Subsequently a summons 
Wag taken out by the petitioner for 
the payment of alimony pendente 
tite, “Our summons this morn- 
ing,” antd Mr, Birkett, “is to dis- 
miss that petition on the  anme 
ground—lack of jurisdiction.” 

Mr, Birkett pointed out that in 
the petition it was stated that after 
the marriage (which took place in 
London in March last year) the 
petitioner lived at Park-atreet, 
London, at Renfrew. in Scotland. 
and other places, but that the 
Marringe had not been consum- 
mated. It alao stated that he was 
a Peer, and had no occupation and 
was domiciled jn Scotland, but 
resided partly in London and 
partly in’ Renfrew. “Your pet! 
tioner [8 also domiciled In Scot- 
Jand," added the petition, asx read 
by Mr. Birkett. 

Lady Inverclyde’s Residence. 

Lady Inverelyde, it way atated, 
had no permanent address, but 
wan living at present at Holford- 
road, Hampstend, Mr. Birkett «aid 
that it was a suit for nullity, and 
the domicile of both parties was 
conceded to be foreign---that was, 
Scotland. The marriage was cele- 
brated; in fact, in) London, and 
there was at the time residence in 
London as well as in Scotland. 
‘These matters might be material 
to what he was gala te put before 
the Court. The matter Which was 
before the Court at the same time, 
said Mr, Birkett, was a summons 
taken out for alimony pendente 
Hite, He submitted that that sam- 
mons also Was covered by the first 
matter, and that that Court had no 
jurisdiction to entertain the suit, 

Mr. Justice Bateson—You sub- 
mit that if the first summons goes, 
the other goes? 

Mr. Birkett said that jt would 
appear that the point at fssue in 
the precise form jn which he pro- 
posed to submit [t had never been 
determined by any of the Courta. 
He contended that in a suit for 
nullity on the grounds alleged in 
the petition, where it was conceded 
that there was a foreign domicile, 
the only Court.to exercise jurisdic. 
tlon in the matter waa the Court 
of foreign domicile. He knew of 
no care where that point had been 
taken at that stage, originally te 
strikeout on the ground of mek 
of jurisdiction, 

Ante-Nuptial Settlement. 

Mr. Birkett said that the only 
other matter which he ought to 
Mention Was an ante-nuptin] set- 
tlemen€ entered Into ‘between the 
parties in March, 1029. The mate- 
rial sentence was that “It is here- 
by provided that the rights of the 
parties and of all beneficiaries 
shall be interpreted, and consti- 
tuted according to the law of Scot. 
land, in which . country the first 
party ix domiciled." The point 
Was short and simple.. He con- 
tended that the law to apply was 
the law of domicile, which in this 
cage wag Scotland, and if that were 
so that Court had no jurisdiction., 

Mr. Birkett had: not concluded 
his address when the hearing: was 
adjourned. :

CUSTOMS SCHEME 
- “AP KOWLOON. 


GEN, CHAN MING-SHU: 
MAKES REPORT. 


Canton, Dec. 8. 

In the course of a long speech 
at the Provincial Kuomintang 
Office this morning, before a big 
gathering of prominent Canton 
militariats and politicians, His 
Excellency the Canton Governor, 
General Chan Ming-shul, referred 
to the work of the Fourth 
Koumintang Plenary Sesston, and 
made reference to the reasons 
for the breakdown of the Sino- 
British negotlations for the 
establishment of a  Chineso 
Maritime Customs House, at Kow- 
Toon. 

General Chan Ming-shu _ said 
that negotintions for the establish- 
mont of a Kowloon Maritime 
Customs House, with a view to 
strengthening the preventive ser- 
vice of the Customs In Kiwang- 
tung, were first ‘conducted —be- 
tween the Chincae Maritime 
Customs Inspector-General and 
the British authorities sometime 
Inst year when the discussions 
fniled on necount of Nanking’s 
inability to come to terms with 
the British. 


Nanking Sceptical. 


After reference was made to 
hia conferences with Mr, Wu 
Hnun-min, Chairman of tho Legis- 
lative Council, and Mr. Wang 
Chung-hul, Chairman of — the 
Judicial Council, concerning ,the 
advisability of the Kwangtung 
Government supporting the 
scheme for the opening of a Kow- 
loon Customs House, General 
Chan Ming-ahu mentioned that 
about five hours prior to the 
opening of the Kuomintang Con- 
ference, when the proposal for 
the establishmont of the Kowloon 
Cuntomsa House was to be put to 
the meeting for final sanction, a 
brief telegram was received from 
the Kwangtung Government in- 
farming the Nanking — State 
Council that the British officials, 
who negotiated with the In- 
spector-General of the Maritime 
Customs, had consented to the 
Nanking sugzestion, provided the 
latler would cancel the project 
of “opening the free-port at 
Chungshan. The matter was dis- 
cussed with Messrs Wang Chung- 
hui and Wu Han-min and, at the 
suggestion of the two Teaders, 6 
submitted to the 
Kuomintang Conference advocat- 
ing a postponement of the idea 
to form a new Kowloon Customs 
House, 


Decentralisation Plan. 


Commenting on his second re- 
commendation to the Kuomintang 
Conterence, coneerning a plana 
for the elevation of the authority 
of the District Magistracies in the 
Provinces, the Canton Governor 
emphasised that, according to 
prevalling. practice, the Provincitl 
Jovernment controlled all dis- 
tricts und consequently the Dis- 
tricts had to refer all matters 
rrelating to education and con- 
struction to | the Provincial 
Council before carrylIng out any 
such programmes. 

General Chan said that the 
District Magistrates must be 
given more pmver to conduct civil 
affalrs, and it wus to fncilitate 
administrative work in the dis- 
tricts thut the Central Govern- 
ment was approached to raise the 
power of the Magistrate. 


Kuomintang Reform. 


Deploring the chiotic state of 
the Kuomintang departments in 
North China districts or Astens, 
General Chan said he wag great- 
ly impreased with the lack of 
discipline in the Kuomintang de- 
partments In districts which he 
passed through while visiting 
Nanking. Unless the Kuomintang 
organisations were reformed tha 
time would come when they would 
interfore even, with the ad- 
ministration of a Provincial Gov- 
ernment. For Instance, in Anhul 
Province thero were between fifty 
to. sixty districts where | the 
Kuomintang was’ making such 
exorbitant demands for funda, 
for the dissemination of Kuomin- 
tang propaganda, that many had

DEATH OF FATHER - 
RICARD. | 


EXPONENT OF THE SUN SPOT 
WEATHER THEORY. 


‘ San Jone, Calif., Dec. 9. 

The death has occurred of Father 
Jerome Sixtus Ricard, the exponent 
‘of the theory of the influence of aun 
spots on the wenther.—Reuter’s 
American Service. 

“Father Jerome nego Jesuit 

riest and professor.of astronomy 
Rea meteorology. at Santa Clara 
College, California, devoted hia life 
to the evolution of a theory of the 
effect upon: terrestrial weather con- 
ditiona Induced by solar spots and 
prominences. He claimed that by, 
applying principles which he had 
laid) down, weather . forecnsting 
could be done far in advance. 

Father Ricard was born in Plais- 
sons, France, in 1861, and obtained 
hls preliminary education In the 
schools of Turin, Italy. He went to 
the United States in 1878 and 
at Woodstock College, 

He joined the Catholic 
Society of Jpsus just before leaving 
Italy. He obtained the degree of 
doctor of philosophy at Santa Clara 
in 1887, and alnce that time was a 
member of the faculty of that in- 
stitution. He abandoned active 
teaching of mathematics and moral 
philosophy many years ako. 

The Santa Clara priest started 
his observation of sunspots and 
tabulation of their effect, as he saw 
it, upon weather conditions in 1900. 
He started with a ten-day forecast, 
increased it to a month, then two 
montha and finally one season. 

Other scientista refused to accept 
his theory and many of the Inter 
yearr of his life Father Ricard de- 
voted to the defence of his beliefs 
and in work simplifying his as- 
tronomice principles. : 

“The Padre of the Rains,” how- 
ever, had many followers and his 
monthly bulletins were regarded as 
infallible by many Californians who 
would accept his forecnsts and no 
other. - 

Father Ricard was 1 member of 
several scientific societies, publish- 
ed several pamphlets and edited his 
regular forecasts for the state, He 
also published 9 regular acismogra- 
phie record from data gathered by 
the delicnte‘ instrument he had in- 
atalled at Santa Clara some years 
ago. as

STORY OF EXPEDITIONS TO 
“THE KARAKOROUM. 


On Monday night, at the Univer- 
ality Hall, before a large and 
“ppreciative gathering of mem- 
bera of the Dutch community and 
Univoraity undergraduates, Mr. 
Ph. C, Visser, of the Dutch Diplo- 
Matic Service, and attache to the 
Duteh Legation in Stockholm, und 
aiso a noted explorer, delivered rn 
Jntercatirg lecture, illustrated 
with some very striking and vivid 
lantern «Hides, on ‘Tho fourth 
Karakoroum Expedition,’ which 
wns undertaken by hia wifo and 
himself und three others. 

In introducing the lecturer, 
Professor. R. G. Robertson, Dean 
of tho Arts Faculty, seid that the 
Arta Society wag privileged to be 
addressed by Mr, Visser, who had 
gained for himself great reputa- 
tion as an exulorer in the 
Himalnyas and Karakoroum, — It 
Was very rarcly that the under- 
graduates of the University had 
the privilege of listening fo one 
who kad travelled in the solitary 
prtts of the world, and onn who 

ad set his foot in places where 
nobody else had done ao, and who 
came back with new information 
and knowledge about the process 
of land formation, ° 

Mr. Visser, said the spenker, 
belonged to that amall but select 
band of men, who’ found. thelr 
delight in travelling to places 
where, instend of Hfe and culti- 
vation, there was solltude and 
the desolation of the mountains. 
Mr, Visser and hia wife had spent 
several years in studying the 
range of mountains {n the north 
of India, a range which had been 
visited by 4 small band of 
explorers of different natlonali- 
thes. And in that band Mr, and 

Visser took an honoured 


In Central Asia. 

Mr. Visser began by thanking 
the Prosident for the kind words 
which he had spoken about him, 
and he aaid he considered it a 
vreat favour to lecture te that 
distinguished gathering. 

The parpose of their expedition, 
he anid, was to explore the un- 
knowa places in the high moun- 
tains cf Central Asia, especially | 
the Karakoroum. They went to 
Centrat Asta on three ocensions, 
und on four occasions to the 
Karakoroum. The first was Jn 
1922, the second in 1925, and the 
other two in 1929 and 1930, 

The lecturer vividly recounted 
the dangers which they had to 
mect and the diMfculties they had 
tc overcome. ~ An expedition inta 
the Karakoroum, he said, was 
dangerous than to thy 
Himalayas, because of the extreme 
barrenness of the mountains. 
Tho highest point in the 
Himalayas was Mount Everest 
which was 29,002 fect high, while 
the highest in the Karakoroum 
wan 28,400 feet. On several 
occasiona they had reached a 
height of 22,000 feet, and at one 
time, for a period of five weeks 
they were working at a‘ height of 
over 18,000 feet. 

The Karakoroum mountalna 
Were parallel to the Himalayas. 
The Karakoroum Pass was not 
really a Pass, but, was u range of 
mountains north of the Kara- 
koroum,

ship construction plnnned with the 
iden of providing the maximum 
luxury, comfort, speed and safety. 

Tho President Hoover wi! go into 
nervice at New York, in June, 1031, 
in n route comprising Californin, 
Honolulu, Japan, Chinn, Manila, re- 
turning over the same route, The 
launching date of the second ship, her 
name and route will he announced

Patathal Liners, 

The new Dollar liners will be steel 
twin-screw vessels, nine decks, with 
slight) raked stem cud semi-crulser 
stern and with two atacks nnd masta. 
Their length will be 463 feet, depth 
52 feet, beam 81 feet, displacement 
tonnage 31,000, grosa tonnage 23,000 
and deadweight 15,800, with 67,000 
cuhie fect of refrigernted cargo space. 

They will hive o total passenger 
onpacity all classes of 1,260 and ac. 
commodations for a crew of 300, The 
sen speed of the new xhins will be 21 
knota. 

A de luxe hotel at sea adequately 
deseribes the new ships, equiped with 
elevators, swimming pools, — sand 
bench,. gymnasium, children’s play- 
room, sada fountain, veranda enfe, 
smoking rooms, library, private din- 
ing rooms, tea rooms, music and 
dance saloons, talking picture theatre, 
shopping lobby, broadensting system, 
atock exchange rooms, writing rooms, 
beauty parlour, automobile garage, 
telephones In every room, and any 
ather cunvenience to be found in a 
lending metropolitan hotel. The 
heating and cooling systems serving 
the shipe will be of the most modern 
construction, capable’ of providing, 9 
riven tomperature to on exact degree. 

The new ships will have reenie 
for 920 first class passengers and 140 
special class, the balance of the total 
passenger catrying apace of 1.269 
being devoted to other classes, The 
staterooms nre spacious, well-lighted 
and with perfect ventilation and heat- 
ing facilities.

‘Turbo-Electric. 


The methad of propulsion for these 
new vessels is what ds commonly 
known as the “turbo electric” drive. 
Tt ix n combination of the principal 
characterisths of the common steam 
turbine drive and the more mudern 
method of driving a vessel witb large 
synchronous niternating current 
electric motors, F 

The main propelling machinery con- 
sists uf the following: two latest 
type marine steam turbines; two 
alternating current seenerators, direci- 
ly connected to the turbines; two 
main propulsion motors of the ayn 
chrononn induction type; ene control 
apparatus for the above, Which con- 
aista of a main operating, pancl com- 
plete with switches, curcult controls, 
and other necessary equipment; two 
direct. current: motor driven exhaust 
tons, for ventilating the main pro- 
pellingg motors. 

The method of operation is traced 
thus, Steam is generated in the bojler 
rooms, na on any stenm driven vessel, 
and carried to” the steam turbines, 
There turbines operate the te main 
generators, Which (in turn furnish 
power for the main propelling units, 
The whole system is controlled from 
the main operating panel and the 
speed of the main engines is controlled 
through the stcam turbines. 

“The principal items of auxiliary 
mnachinery are: cargo winchen, re- 
frigeration machines, ventilating 
system, heating apparatus, cooking 
equipment, 

The cargo winches on these veasels 
will be electrically operated, and ab- 
solutely noiseless. They are designed 
for high speed loading and unloading. 
* Refrigeration machinery will con- 
sist of the Intest type machines of 
both the cooled alr process and the 
brine system, and will be able to hold 
temperatures as low as 5 degrees 
without varintion, Special compart- 
nents .for the exclusive carrying of 
vegetables are also fitted. 


Ideal Ventilation. 

Ventilation will be of the mechant- 
cnl type. | Fresh air will be forced in- 
to all rooms and passageways by 
menns of electrically operated ven- 
Uilnting fans, Jenving -nothing -to 
natural draft, and which will assure 
ull living quarters of an ample supply 
of pure fresh alr, This will be taken 
into the syrtem from vents on the 
boat deck, These mechanical ventila- 
tors will be thermo-controlled, which 
wil! guarantee a continunl, steady 
temperature at n comfortable degree. 

All public spaces, such as the din- 
ingg room, smoking room, ctc,, will be 
heated by steam, and all staterooms 
will be heated by electricity. 

All kitchen devices will be electrical-. 


rly operated and of the latest type. 


All ranges, ovens, and broers will 
be equipped with clectrical heat. 

A feature which will add to the 
Rafety of the veascl is that all water- 
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tight doors throughout the ship wilt 
be electrically controlled direct from’ 
the bridge. This means that In the 
event. of accident of any kind, all 
water-tight doors throughout tha 
ship can bo closed within 15 to 80 
seconds, . Electrically operated boat 
davits will be omployed, insuring 
great safcty in Inunching boats, 

The most-modorn navigating ma- 
chinery in force will form the bridgo 
equipment of the new vesnela. -U. 3. 
Navy type of compnases, Sperry gyro 
devices, radio direction finders, sonic 
depth finders, searchiights ond a mul- 
titude of nnavigation’s aids will be 
employed, 


A Big Garage. 2 


A garage ,to accommodate one 
hundred curs will be part of the equip- 
ment of ench ship. A mochine shop 
to permit. ordinary repairs and 
servicing of automobiles will be an 
adjunct of the garage unit. Cars will 
be driven aboard through side ports. 

The public rooms, lounges, and 
writing rooms of the two yessels will 
bo identical marvels of comfort ond 
art. Indirect lighting will be the 
system of illumination. 

The main entrance lobby off the 
promenade deck will. be o spacious 
room with inlald walls of satin wood 
and pilusters of walnut and gold.

The main. lounge,.a spacious room 
45 by BY feet, will be set off by walls 
of carved satin wood and ivory panels, 
The furniture, carpets, and hangings 
were apecially made for this room ‘as 
well as for all other public rooms, of 
the vessels. Talking picture cqulp- 
ment, a stage and an intnid dance floor 
will be nmong the entertainment 
attractions offered. 

Art of the Spanish-Californin type 
will mark the smoking room with 
walls of well matched wood, Op- 
posite the fire place will be a tapestry 
executed by 8 group of nationally 
known artista Ilustrating an episode 
in the story of Rip Van Winkle.

At the forward end of the promen- 
ade deck, connected to the main 
lounge by panelled doors, will be the 
writing room.

room, dotted with chairs, tables, and 
booths, 

On the boat deck. above will be a 
spacious swimming pool done in a 
sen-green tik. On the navigating 
bridge deck space is provided for 
miniature golf, tennis, and other 
anies, 


Gymnakium. 


One of the special features of these 
new liners will be the gymnasium, 
complete in every respect, which will 
be Jocated on the port aside of the 
boat deck, pt forward of the swim- 
ming pool. This will be an “L" 
shaped room, approximately 20 fect 
long by 19 feet wide, with an 8-foot 
ceiling. This gymnasium, which will 
‘be on par with any first class one 
ashore, willbe electrically equipped 
throughout. In addition to the stand- 
ard equipment found in all gymnas- 
iums, there will be a therapeutic 
room, massage table, riding’ horse, 
abdominal machine, and ultra-violet 
rny = equipment, Adjoining — the 
gymnagiuin will be electrically heated 
locker rooms, showers and baths. 

Another recrentional feature, in the 
form of a children’s playroom will be 
loented on the boat deck, just op- 
posite the gymnasium. This play- 
room will be slightly, smaller than 
the gymnasium but entirely adequate, 
and will have all the modern features 
found in playrooms.

MISSING REVOLVER. 


Singapore, Dec. 1. 
Unusual interest is being 
evinced in the inquiry which be- 
gan before Mr, V. Lisamer, the 
acting Singapore Coroner, this 
morning, into the circumstances 
attending the death of Mr. 
Douglas Vincent Gibson, a well- 
known European resident of 
Singapore, whose body was 
found on the beach at Changi on 
the afternoon of Nov. 8. 
The decensed had been in Singa- 
pore fer about seven years and 
had only recently returned from 
leave in England, where he left 
Mrs. Gibsan, 
He waa divisional manager of 
the United Exporters, Ltd, for 
Malaya, British North Borneo, 
Siam and Northern Sumatra. 


Discovery of Body. 


On the morning of Saturday. 
Nov. 8, Mr. Gibson, it appeara, left 
the Europe Hotel, where he lived, 
carly in the morning and yset out 
for Changi alone, He fatled to 
return as expected, and Mr, R. G.

Revolver Missing. 


In opening the Inquiry, Mr. 
Nicol said that Mr. Gibson dined 
ut the Europe Hotel on Friday, 
Nov.e 7, with friends and went 
upstairs of his rom at about 11.50, 
but there were no signs of ,him 
having: slept in his bed that night. 
The following morning at about 
four o'clock he left dressed in a 
white dinner jacket and hired a 
taxi and ‘drove to Changi, taking 
with him a face towel. A Malay 
boy saw him on the beach at about 
‘six o'cloek and that waa the last 
Uime he was seen alive, 

Mr, Nicol went on to say that 
in Mr. Gibson's room wag’n letter 
unsigned and .addressed to: his 
wife and also a will dated some 
yeurs ago. Both were left on the 
table. A revolver box was also in 
the room but the weapon itself 
was missing. . Regarding Mr. 
Gibson's financial position, Mr. 
Nico! anid that he was not in any 
(inancial embarrasment but was 
as a matter of fact well off,
